Extracts from Frank Browne's story are: 

“The surest way of seeing the word at some- 
body else's expense is to become o politician. Becoming 
& top Soccer official must run a pretty close second, 

“This is all the more remarkable becouse Soccer in 
Australio is anything but affluent. Gnly two of Sydney's 
first division clubs are solvent. F 

“The others are in the red to varying degrees, 
ranging from mere shortage of ready money te gallop- 
ing bankruptcy. 

“The position is no better: in Victoria, yet officials 
continue on fuxury jaunts at frequent intervals. 

“In pursuance of the principle that what Soccer in 
Australia needs is more and more globetrotting by its 
leading officials, Messrs Clark and Marmaras headed for 
England and Russia last Friday. “They will discuss a 
visit to Australia by either an English or a Russian 
club, 

“it’s @ mere matter of months since both returned 
from a junket to Switzerland. 


NO LUXURY = JAUNTS 


“As Soccer's main troubles in Australia ara finan 
cial, money being spent on overseas trips to arrange 
details that other codes apparently arrange by corres- 
pondence appear to be very difficult to justify.” 

For the record, let us put one or two matters 
straight. 

Firstly, although the Victorian administration con be 
biamed for many things, we can think of no official who 
has taken off on a luxury jaunt this year, 

Secondly, the Soccer public are NOT paying for the 
trip overseas by Mr. Maormaros and Mr. Clark. 

The Pools Promoters’ Association in London is pay« 
ing Mr Marmaras’ fare (he is going to negotiate for 
more money for Australia from the Pools people for 
use of Australian results — a fact Mr Browne had ap. 
parently not been told), 

Me Clark's fare is being paid by Swift and Moora, 
distributors of Haig's Whisky, who are underwriting the 
tour by a Russian club team in March, 

Under these circumstances both trips appear to be 
justified, but if they were not sponsored we would um 
hesitatingly concede Mr Browne's point that both were a 
complete waste of the Soccer public's money. 

What troubles us is that the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration’s public relations are in such a poor stata. 

This is not the first time publicity from the Aus. 
tralian Federation has sadly faller down. 

The Craven A Australia Cup was a classic example 
of poor public relations. Newspapers were kept com: 
pletely in the dark as to what was going on. 

In Melbourne this year we have received the mag- 
nificent tofol of three Press handouts from the Austra+ 
lian Federation. 

Sydney apparently do a little better, but then they, 
too, are not presented with the full facts — only a “but. 
tered up" version, 

Soccer officials must realise that publicity is the life- 
blood of the code. Without it we are doomed to ex- 
tinction. 

fet's be frank with our public. Tell them what's 
going on. If Soccer chiefs have something te hide, then 
they must be replaced by men who have no fears of 
standing by their decisions.
